To Push for West’s Unity; 
Expects Speedup of Treaties

LONDON, Dec. 21 (#—Prime Minister Churchill’s 
government today curtly dismissed Russia’s threat to scrap 
the 1942 Anglo-Soviet treaty of mutual assistance if Brit- 
ain ratifies the Paris agreements rearming Western Ger- 


many. 

The Foreign Office, responding 
less than 12 hours after receiving 
the Russian note, issued a state- 
ment declaring: 

“Her majesty’s government will 
continue to pursue their chosen pol- 
icy of consolidating Western Euro- 
pean unity.”’ 

British officials said the Krem- 
lin’s threat could only have the 
affect of speeding up the final ex- 
ecutive ratification of the Paris 
accords which already have won 
British parliamentary approval. 


“BOOMERANG” 

‘‘The Russians have thrown an- 
other boomerang,’’ one British dip- 
lomat commented. 

France’s Premier Pierre Men- 
des-France last week rejected a 
similar warning from the Russians 
that ratification would mean an 
end to the Franco-Soviet treaty of 
1945. British observers believe pop- 
ular French resentment against 
the Soviet move has enhanced 
chances that France’s legislators 
will approve the accords. 

Her Majesty’s government 
would much regret if the Anglo- 
Soviet treaty of 1942, to which they 
have always attached importance, 
were to be canceled or annulled 
by the Soviet government,”’ the 
British statement said. 

“‘At the same time they deplore 
both the manner and the context 
in which that government now 
threatens such annulment. They 
cannot accept the argument used 
in the Soviet note. There is no

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New Defense Plans 
Should Be Clarified 


Remembering the era of Louis John- 
son, when as Secrtary of Defense we 
acceded to the pressure for budget bal- 
ancing and tax cutting at the expense of 
the military, the American people have a 
right to question the further cuts in the 
defense. establishment announced by the 
administration. 

Reasons behind the move may be 
much more sound than those that moti- 
vated Mr. Johnson. If they are, they have 
not been satisfactorily explained to the 
American people. On the surface, the 
cuts appear to be taking just as great a 
chance. 

The decision, though, has been in the 
making a long time. The plans have been 
discussed by administration leaders, the 
Cabinet and the National Security Coun- 
cil for many months. Presumably they 
have considered all angles in the light of 
the nation’s longtime needs and abilities. 

Specifically, the administration is 
gambling that there will be no major war, 
This is based on developments in atomic 
weapons in the last two years—principal- 
ly the hydrogen bomb. This has created 
an entirely new atmosphere. It has 
brought about the situation in which the 
Russians talk seriously about “coexist- 
ence” and we talk about “modus vivendi.” 

In other words, the hydrogen bomb is 
creating an atmosphere of “cold peace” 
instead of cold war. This is likely to exist 
for many years—in fact, indefinitely. 

That, it seems, is the reasoning. The 
armed forces will be tailored to this “cold 
peace” with a tremendously powerful re- 
taliatory and defensive Air Force. Coupled 
with that are the plans for a powerful 
reserve force in the Army, Navy and 
Marine Corps. | 

Such ‘a reserVe cannot be a paper re- 
serve if we are to avoid additional 
brush wars such as the Johnson era pro- 
duced in Korea. It involves,the danger of 
inviting such conflicts—the little aggres- 
sions that could occur in Formosa and 
Indochina. Without trained manpower, 
we would be powerless to check such 
wars unless we relied on atomic weapons. 

The new policy is another of the 
“calculated” risks. We run the danger— 
as we learned in Korea—of over-reliance 
on atomic weapons that we are unwilling 
to use when the showdown comes. 

We know there have been no basic 
changes in Communist objectives. The 
Soviet still wants to conquer the world. 
They hope to accomplish it now by po- 
litical and economic means. That’s all 
their “coexistence” doctrine means. 

The new military policy to counter 
new Soviet tactics needs to be better ex- 
plained to the American people. Any sign 
of weakness on our part will be inter- 
preted as the signal for “small” aggres- 
sions. And it would invite the atomic 
holocaust that we’ve hoped to avoid. 

If these cutbacks in our regular mili- 
tary strength are carried through, they 
must be replaced by strong reserve forces 
that are ready for instant action.

That building, 
too, took its place without any of the 
dire results predicted. 

A former zoning law was ruled un- 
constitutional. 

The new regulations are designed to 
be constitutional. They will protect the 
average property owner and stabilize a 
long unstable situation. 

Most of the opposition seems to have 
been kicked up by persons who wanted a 
special area restricted only to thase who 
could afford a frontage of 200 feet and 
two acres of land. Those who have such 
acreages ean continue to have and to hold 
them at their pleasure. 

But for a few to argue that no one in 
the same neighborhood might have a lot 
as petty and undistinguished as 150 feet 


in width seems not to fit our times. |

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The Death Rate Drops, 
But Not on the Highway 


Although the year just ending was 
full of ominous signs and portents it did 
have its bright side. Among the brightest 
of its facets was the excellent health en- 
joyed by most Americans. 

The Metropolitan Life Insurance 
Company has reported that America’s 
health this year was the best on record. 
The national death rate dropped to 9.2 
per thousand, five per cent less than the 
year before. 

Among the old killers that lost a lot 
of their effectiveness during the year 
were tuberculosis, influenza and pneu- 
monia. Declines in deaths from those ill- 
nesses ranged from 20 to 25 per cent. 
Cancer, polio and deaths from heart 
trouble were about the same as the year 
before. However, at the rate researchers 
are progressing, it looks like a decline is 
possible in the number of deaths from 
those causes in the near future. 

The life expectancy of Americans 
grows longer with each passing year and 
laboratory discovery. There is, however, 
one cause of death that medical science 
can do nothing about. While the percent- 
age of people who die in bed grows less 
each year; the number of those killed in 
automobiles grows greater.

The people didn't 
elect him to take long holidays and te 
carry on political feuds.

U.S. Barely Heeds 
Molotov’s Blasts 


WASHINGTON—The Soviet foreign minister, 
Vyacheslav M. 


Molotov, has recently been acting 


like the terrible-tempered Mr. Bang, but Wash- 


ington is remarkably unconcerned. 
Never since the end of the war have so many protests and threats 
out of Moscow left officials here so cold. ‘ 
Molotov has threatened to denounce the French-Soviet treaty if 


the French chamber ratifies the 
Germany. 

He threatened to scrap the An- 
glo-Soviet treaty of alliance and 
mutual assistance if the Paris 
agreements went through. 


Before that, he had been warn- 
ing that the rearmament of West 
Germany would ‘‘exclude’”’ the pos- 
sibility of an international agree- 
ment on the unification of Ger- 
many. And all this has been ac- 
companied by the suggestion that, 
if the Western powers continued 
on their present course, conversa- 
tions between Moscow and the 
West on “easing international ten- 
sios’’ would be useless. 


A year or so ago, the image of 
Molotov tossing out all these thun- 
derbolts would have produced un- 
easiness in Washington and maybe 
even alarm in the other Western 
capitals. But not now. Officials 
here regard it as so much propa- 
ganda, and it’s all a reporter can 
do to get them to interrupt their 
Christmas shopping to react to the 
Soviet blasts, 


Molotov’s pronouncements, 
of course, are being studied. It is 
noted here that the ‘“‘peaceful co- 
existence’ theme has been, re- 
placed by Molotov’s dire predic- 
tions of what will follow German 
rearmament, but nobody has noted 
any specific acts by Moscow or 
Germany or Austria which would 
contribute to an easing of tension. 

As a matter of fact, official 
Washington has about reached the 
conclusion that everything is all 
right as long as Molotov is yell- 
ing at the top of his lungs. It is 
when he coos or remains quiet that 
officials here begin to worry. 


As to Moscow's indication that 
the Soviet Union might not be in- 


Paris agreements to rearm West 


terested in conversations with the 
West if the Paris agreements are 
ratified, this will cause no pain 
here. Washington has been willing 
to go along with a Big Four talk 
after the Paris agreements are 
ratified mainly because London 
and Paris wanted to talk, but 
there is no enthusiasm for these 
talks here. The attitude here would 
be different if Washington saw any 
evidence that Moscow really 
wanted to come to the conference 
table with new and serious pro- 
posals for the settlement of the 
German, Austrian, and atomic en- 
ergy problems. But nobody here 
sees anything but an occasional 
dose of sweet talk, and even this 
is now in short supply. 

The thing that bothers Washing- 
ton about the prospect of a spec- 
tacular Big Four meeting is this: 
That unless it resulted in a basic 
change in Soviet policy which re- 
sulted in the withdrawal of Soviet 
troops out of East Germany and 


’ Austria, it would not change the 


European situation but might seem 
to give legal sanction by the West 
to a Soviet sphere of influence in 
Eastern Europe. 

The U.S. government is unalter- 
ably opposed to giving ality such 
impression: Moscow has alwi 
been prepared to make a ‘re 
of-influence arrangement with the 
West under which its conquest of 


Eastern Europe would be recog- 


nized by Washington, but Washing- 
ton is not going to play this game. 


As a matter of fact, officials 


here think they see increasing evi- 
dence of restiveness among the 
Soviet satellites, and nobody here 
wants to do anything to discour-

But no one put down the 
words with which Ottmar Mergen- 
thaler broke in the typesetting ma- 
chine he demonstrated in New 
York in 1886. 


The event is described in the De- 
cember American-German_ Re- 
view, published in Philadelphia. 
The subject came up because Mer- 
genthaler was born in Germany 
exactly a century ago. 

Many publishers were on hand 
when the 32-year-old immigrant 
machinist sat down at the key- 
board. He might have what the 
trade had been praying for. 

Ottmar Mergenthaler tapped the 
keys. His was the master’s touch. 
Blasts of air pushed the metal 
matrices into place. The operator 
pulled the handle that forced molt- 
en metal against the mat faces. 
The first type-bearing slug .fell 
from the mold. 

“Ottmar, you've done it!’’ pub- 
lisher Whitelaw Reid exclaimed. 
“A line of type!’’ 

Unintentionally, Reid had chris- 
tened the Mergenthaler machine— 
the Linotype. 

Hachtel, Germany, population 
400 in 1854 and 1954, this year ob- 
served the centennial of the Mer- 
genthaler birth with a celebration. 
The inventor’s birthplace is a 
graphic arts museum. 

Ottmar Mergenthaler died of tu- 
berculosis at 45. He had given the 
world the first major change in 
printing since Gutenberg’s. mov- 
able type in 1450. Typesetting is 
still by the Mergenthaler method. 
There have been refinements and 
an automatic setter has been add- 
ed. But basically, the system is 
the same. 

Human and mechanical errors 
can still produce transpositions 
and misplaced mats such as in the 
wedding write-up which read, 
“There were tight bridesmaids’’ 
when the word should have been 
“eight.”

God Himself began the custom 
of Christmas giving. The first 
Christmas gift was the Child 
Christ. The giver of this most 
precious gift was God and the re- 
cipient was all humanity. No 
Christmas gift was ever equal in 
love and sacrifice to the first one. 

John 3:16 reads: ‘“‘For God so 
loved the world, that He gave His 
only begotten Son, that whosoever 
believeth in Him should not perish, 
but have everlasting life.’’ Notice 
the sequence of the phrases in 
this verse. The reason for God’s 
gift is found in His love. The love 


_ precedes the expression of gener- 


osity. The love was without limi- 
tation, for God gave that which 
was most precious to Him—His 
only Son. And through the gift ex- 
pressed with love comes—to those 
who accept it—the blessing of 
eternal life. 

This is the pattern which all giv- 
ing should follow.

If the President decides not to 
run again, then the field will be 
open to the two, and any others.

If the. President decides to run 
again—as he already is being 
pressed to do—then neither of the 
Californians would aspire to the 
party's presidential nomination in 
1956. But Vice President Nixon stil! 
would be involved in 1956. 


Would he be renominated to run 
again with the President? That 
would keep him in the line of suc- 
cession, 

For that reason, the renomina- 
tion of no vice president ever can 
be taken for granted, and the pres- 
ent vice president is no exception. 

Richard Nixon has been a faith- 
ful Ganymede for the President, 
and has developed an aura’ of his 
own from the reflected glory; but 
in that process he accepted the 
risk of arousing enmities and jeal- 
ousies, as well as making mis- 
takes. > 
While Vice President Nixon cap- 
italized upon the available roles 
of trouble-shooter and liaison for 
the President as his way of ad- 
vancing himself, Sen. Knowland 
has followed a different course. He 
struck oui on his own, earnestly 
arguing in public against the ad- 
ministration on some aspects of 


foreign policy. Though this did not - 


endear him to the State Depart- 


ment, naturally, it has kept hind.

Groggily, he climbed the stair up 
from the beach to the back yard, 
and returned to the house. Even- 
tually he ‘‘though oi a telephone 
number.” The telephone he 
called was that of J. Spencer 
Houk, mayor of Bay Village and 
a family friend. 

That was Sheppard’s story. 


BETWEEN 3 AND 4 

Houk and his wife, Esther, re- 
ceived Sheppard’s call a few 
minutes before 6 a.m. According 
to medical testimony, Mrs. Shep- 
pard died between 3 and 4 a.m. 

The Houks arrived within a few 
minutes, and when they knew 
what had happened they informed 
Sheppard's oldest brother, Rich- 
ard, who passed on the informa- 
tion to Stephen, the middle 
brother. 

The Bay Village Police, a group 
of fewer than 10, asked the help 
of Cleveland detectives. One of 
these, Richard Schottke, was ac- 
cused by the defense of having 
convinced himself, after a 45- 
minute investigation, that Shep- 
pard was the killer. The defense 
contended that under the influ- 
ence of this detective other in- 
vestigators failed to work dili- 
gently to find the “‘bushy-haired in- 
truder’’ who was the real killer. 


BLOODSTAINS 


At the murder scene, detectives 
found trails of bloodstains along 
the stairway, through the down- 
stairs rooms, and even in the 
two-story garage. Laboratory 
workers determined that some of 
the stains were human blood, 
and others might be. But none 
could say how long ago they had 
been made. 

Dr. Samuel R. Gerber, county 
coroner, said he had found the 
imprint of what might have been 
a ‘“‘surgical instrument’ on a 
pillow of the bed where Mrs. 
Sheppard died. The implication 
was that this was the murder 
weapon. But no weapon was 
found, and defense counsel ar- 
gued that the imprint was mean- 


The print of Sheppard's left 
thumb was found on the murder 
bed, so situated as to indicate 
that he had put his hand on the 
headboard and leaned over. The 
defense ‘suggested he had done 
this long before July 4, while 
leaning over to kiss his wife 
goodnight. There was no way of 
telling how old the thumb print 
the detectives said. 

The jurors’ verdict showed they 
had no reasonable doubt of Dr. 
Sheppard's guilt. The court had

Is Christmas for parents alone? Or do you let your child 


in on it? 

Perhaps. you have wandered 
once or twice into a house that 
is like a touch-me-not plant. The 
Christmas tree is there, shim- 
mering and exquisite. The other 
decorations are fabulous. All 
adults are busy putting finish- 
ing touches on these wonders. 

And the children? They are 
sitting on the stairs sucking 
their thumbs, or walled up in 
cribs, television cubicles, or the 
playroom. They are dying to 
touch, to help, to finger, to be 
part of something, but 
shhh’h, Christmas . . . mustn't 
touch . . go and play. 

Half the joy is nipped right 
théte, If Christmas is to be a 
time of everything done for the 
children and nothing done by 
the children, you are making a 
sad start in helping your child 
learn the spirit of Christmas. 
Christmas in this respect is like 
furniture, If it’s too good for the 
children, why have it? 

FOR BABY 

All new parents are eager for 
Baby’s first Christmas, but if 
Baby is under a year, Christmas 
is usually lost on him. He may 
look at the tree, but he will look 
for his bottle much more eagerly 
and be much happier when he 
has it. If Baby is 2, madness is 
rampant. Baby can walk, Baby 
can lurch, Baby can stagger and 
stumble. Baby can’t go near the 
Tree, that beautiful mirage of 
light that attracts him so con- 
stantly. 

“‘Pretty,’”’ says Baby, reaching 
for an ornament. No, no, Baby 
musn’t touch. 

All of this is perfectly true, 
and all prohibitive actions by 
the adults are perfectly neces- 
sary. A toddling child might 
easily pull a tree over, and 
broken ornaments are danger- 
ous, as are electric Christmas 
lights. 

Yet there are solutions other 
than the play pen in which some 
parents fence their trees. 
FOR CHILD 

If you can afford two trees, 
why not have one for baby? A 
small indestructible one placed 
at his height on a coffee table. 


Give him treasures he can 
hang on himself—gay Christ- 
mas cards, bits of red ribbon, 
suckers incased in wax paper, 
tiny toys, a few strands of sil- 
ver foil, ornaments as shim- 
mering and beautiful in their 
radiance and “reflections as 
yours but made of plastic. He 
can’t hurt them, and he can’t 
hurt himself. 

Such a tree will make any 
small child wild with joy. It 
will be his. He will decorate 
it and undecorate it the entire 
Christmas season. 

If you can afford only one 
tree, have this small one for 
him. After all, he will grow 
up. If you say Christmas is for 
him, why not let him share 
in it? 

Once a child is 4 or 5, let 
him in on the big tree. Let 
him help decorate it. You will 
be astonished how gentle and 
dexterous his fingers are, how 
precise his work, and you will 
be overjoyed at his great joy 
in really being a part of things 
that matter. . 

In a young family it seems 
much nicer to let Christmas 
grow with the child rather than 
reduce the child.

A Different 
Story Now 


One of the nicest things about Christmas is that it’s the 
season of the year when you don’t necessarily get what you de- 
serve. Being frail and faulty souls and not a little self-centered, 
few of us deserve the evidences of kindness and affection which 
cume our way. 

At least that’s what I’ve always been led to believe by a 
Spartan mother, who contends that nearly everything bad that 
happens to you is something that you originated yourself one 
way or another. (That attitude certainly cuts down on your en- 
joyment of your misery anyhow.) 

As for the good—well, Muv regards that as so much velvet. 
Good things come to you like the grace of God—and you can en- 
joy them but be careful not to take any credit for them. 

I don’t know how that attitude would stand up when ex- 
amined by theologians and psychologists but it seems to me it 
might well apply this season to the State of Georgia and its sore 
conscience. 


For years we Georgians had Adamsville, the State Training 
School for Girls on our conscience. It was a trouble spot—a 
dumping ground for the most troubled youngsters among us. 
They who were a product of society’s neglect anyhow were put 
in Adamsville and forgotten. As a result we were shamed be- 
fore the nation by the reverberations from those bleak, unattrac- 
tive old lock-ups. 


Today, thanks to comparatively little effort on the part of 
most of us—in fact, no effort from some of us—we hear a dif- 
ferent story from Adamsville. 

The Peachtree Pilot Club is one of the groups which put 
forth some effort on behalf of the youngsters in the training 
school when its troubles began to pop in the local press. Its 
members went out to Miss Maureen Dickerson, the new super- 
intendent, and volunteered for any service she found needful. 
She suggested that the members of the club who were interested 
“adopt’’ a girl each and serve as her friend or sponsor. 

That program has been under way less than a year and yet 
you should hear the reports I’ve been hearing from members of 
the club. They went out to Adamsville the other night—not to do 
anything for their little friends but to be done for. They went 
at the invitation of the girls, to be guests at a perfectly delight- 
ful party. 


“You should see the girls,””’ a member told me. “When I 
first met my little girl she wore dungarees and had her hair cut 
like a boy’s. There wasn’t much that was feminine or pretty 
about her. But you should see her now. You should see them all. 
They have new clothes—corduroy jackets and skirts, nicely 
made and in the loveliest pastel colors. Each girl was allowed 
to choose her own color. And their hair... they had soft, 
feminine pretty hair-do’s. Each of them looked so shining and 
newly polished it made us feel good just to see them!” 


The party was planned and carried off by the girls them- 
selves. Each of them had made a gift for her sponsor. They con- 
ducted the games—organizing charades with a good deal of 
originality. They served the fruitcake and coffee in a dining 
room which they had decorated themselves, 

More than that, an honor system is in operation at the school. 
My friend reported proudly that her little girl was one of the 
honor girls with special privileges about the campus. The school 
is also beginning the delicate, difficult task or indoctrinating 
the girls back into the community—not in the situation which 
sent them to the school in the first place, but in jobs where they 
can be self-respecting, contributing members of the community. 

When Maureen Dickerson was employed to take over the 
mess that was Adamsville a little over a year ago, she antici- 
pated it would take 10 years to make it a creditable institution. 
She has apparently made a great start, which is more than we 
deserve after our years of neglect.

MADRID, Dec. 21—Generalis- 
simo FPrancisco Franco has 
reached an understanding with 
Don Juan of Bourbon, acknowl 
edged pretender to the Spanish 
throne, generally expected to 
pave the way for an eventual res- 
toration of the monarchy in 
Spain. 

The understanding concerns the 
future education of Juan Carlos 
of Bourbon, 16-year-old son of 
the pretender, in accordance with 
what seems to be Generalissimo 
Franco’s obvious aim of groom- 
ing him as his successor. 

Franco is decidedly opposed, 
for political reasons, to Don 
Juan's return to Spain.. In 1945 
the pretender issued a statement 
urging the Monarchists not to 
collaborate ‘with the Franco re- 
gime and the Spanish dictator 
has never forgiven him for the 
move. 


MILITARY ACADEMIES 


Last Saturday Franco and the 
Count of Los Andes, who is Don 
Juan's official representative 
here, agreed that the young 
prince should complete his educa- 
tion in Spanish military acad- 
emies and universities, Monarth- 
ist circles said. 

The decision made was expect- 
ed to go a long way toward allay- 
ing the preoccupation of many 
thinking Spaniards over what 
might happen in Spain after 
Franco’s death if a successor 
were not designated. It was also 
regarded as a step that would 
soothe the Monarchists, wounded 
by government charges that they 
had engaged in a maneuver de- 
signed to disrupt the ‘‘political 
unity’’ of the regime by present- 
ing a list of their own candidates 
in opposition to that of the 
Falange party at last month's ad- 
ministrative elections in Madrid.

Rolls Back 


6 Centuries

LONDON, Dec. 21 (®—The doors of the lord chief justice’s 
courtroom on busy Fleet street swung shut today and blotted out 


six centuries of history. 

Behind the door, time receded, 
and it was Olde England again, 
England of the days of chivalry, 
when knighthood was in flower. 

For the first time in 217 years 
the Court of Chivalry met to de- 
cide whether a coat of arms had 
been misused. The court first was 
convened in 1300 to keep knights 
from hacking each other mortally 
in disputes over the precious in- 
signia. 

The case itself was a bit of a 
20th century letdown. The joust-| 
ers were only the Manchester 
Palace of Varieties, which is a 
vaudeville theater, and the City 
of Manchester, ‘which claimed 
mildly that the theater was using 
its coat of arms on its curtain 
without authorization. 


Unglamorous as was the case, 
there is only one court in Britain 
which can try disputes involving 
coats of arms, and out of the past 
it was recreated today, a: brief 
blur of color, a stately moment of 
courtesy the rush of pre- 
Christmas London, 1954.

LONG-AGO PRISON 


The three kings-at-arms, who 
are the Queen’s chief officers of 
chivalry, took up stations on the 
dais. The Duke of Norfolk spoke 
an oath sworn by his predeces- 
sors when they had their own 
private prison and the right to 
put people into it. 

The lawyers for Manchester 
said they would be satisfied with 
a 100-pound ($280) fine. They 
charged the theater had displayed 
the coat of arms before ‘‘many 
worthy persons.”’ 

There was much reading from 
archaic documents and the 
learned pdrsuivants and heralds 
and kings-at-arms said that al- 
though the years had passed, a 
coat of arms still is a sacred 
trust, . 

So the lord chief justice ruled 
that the City of Manchester had 
won its case against the use of 
the coat of arms, even though 
the theater attorney argued prec- 
edents going back to Richard I, 
who was murdered in 1400. 

Under the decision the theater 
merely will have to pay the costs 
of the action and stop using the 
coat of arms. 

This decided, the officials put 
overcoats over their resplendent 
robes, stepped’ into limousines, 
and rode away in a light winter 
mist.
